The Texas Public Service Company 18 hereby put upon notice that the City of
Austin does not guarantee that the space assigned above is clear from other unders
ground utilities, but 1s based upon the best records we have at hand, and that the
ainimun Adepth stated does not have any reference to the faot that greater depths
may not be required at speoial points. When the Texas Publlo Service Company requires
definlite information upon the ground as to olevations or working pointi from whioh
to base the looation of their assignmentas, they shall apply to the 0ity Engineering
Department not less than three (3) days before such Anformation is required. The
Texas Public Service Company is further put upon notice that they will be required
to bear the expense of repalrs or replacement of any underground utility damaged
during the oonstruotion of lines named in this resoclution.

AND THAT whenever pavement is ocut in the vioinity of a fire plug, water must
be used at intervals during the oourse of baokrilling of the 4ltohes.

THAT the work and laying of sald gas mains, including the excavation in the
streets and the restoration and maintenance of sald streets after sald mains have
been laid, shall be under the supervision and direction of the City Manager and
under all the pertinent terms and conditions of the oertain franchise granted to
sald Company by the City of Austin.

£100r washings shall ever pass over the city sidewalk area and that all of said
oils and water shall be oconoentrated into a oombined grease and sand trap which shall
be constructed in acoordance with our standard plan 2-H-146 and shall bs conduoted
b{ & pipe connection from said sand trap to the nearest storm sewer at the expense of
the appliocant. Before oommenoement of any construotion, the applicant shall apply
to the Qity Engineer for an estimate of the cost of that portion of the storn sewer
whioh will have to be bullt within any oity street or alley and shall deposit in
osorow a sun equal to saild estimate with the City Finance Directors

(4) That all £111ing station improveuenta, pumps, driveways, ramps, gutters,
sidewalks, and ourbs shall be oconstructed of concrete at the expense of the apgllcant
as set forth upon the plan hereto attached, whioh plan bears the City Engineer's

file nuaber 2-H~597.

(2) Expansion Joints shall be constructed as shown upon the plan hereto attaoched
narked 2-H=597, and shall be of the pre-moulded typo.
